In 1875 bs was dem oted of obtaining 
money nuder false pretences in the Fond 
do Lac oironit court, and received two 
years in the state pritcn. 
In 1877 he 
began his t p rations in Bock oonnty 
aud in that year was arrested 
for 
horse stealing, and on two con fictions 
received a sentence of ten years at Wau­ 
pun. He saved his good time, returned 
to Book oonnty, and was implicated in 
the mnrder of Gas tie Luokow, whose 
body was found lr Bock river in 1884. 
He was arrested, and while his gnilt 
coaid not be established, he was dearly 
the murderer of the unfortunate girl. He 
wrs tried on the obarge of adultery, and 
sentenced to two years bcd nine months 
at Waupun. 
Puncheon is now 36 years old, and has 
raoeiYid 19 ye ira and 9 month sentences 
in the state prison aud the industrial 
school in this state, to (ay nothing of 
the months be bas spent in jail in Wis­ 
consin and Illinois, and in the Joliet 
penitentiary.

AMERICAN CATHOLICISM. 


Intelligent observers have known for 
a long time, says the New York Tribune, 
that in the American Roman Catholic 
church there ate two distinct [schools of 
thought. 
First of all there are the con­ 
servatives, who take as little account a8 
possible of modern thought and modern 
ideas and who try to make tbe American 
oharch a faithful transcript of European 
ultramotitanism. They may be called 
trans-Atlantio ohurehmen. 
Secondly! 
there are 
the progressive Catholics, 
whoee motto is, ‘‘An, American Catholic 
Cl arch for American Catholics,” whoee 
minds are open to all tbe 
better mani­ 
festations of tbe spirit of tbe age, and 
woo sre intemely desirous of making 
An ti lean Catholici*rn the best possible 
rehgious expression cf eccial and politi­ 
cal liberty. 
For convenience they may 
be oailed cis-Atlantic ohurehmen. 
Tbe most notiable fact about the re­ 
cent Catholic celebration in Baltimore 
was itsdsmanstratioa that tbs o.s-Atlm - 
ti I churchiaen|are now in the ascendency. 
The c •nservatives took only (.a 
mmor 
part in the exercises. 
It was the recog­ 
nized progressive leaders like Cardinal 
Gibbons, Archbishop Ryan, of Phila­ 
delphia, and Archbishop Ireland, of Bt. 
Paul, who struck the keynote of tbe cel­ 
ebration. While these men yield to none 
rn tneir loyalty to the teachings of the 
eau reb, they believe that the church 
must become a dntiaotivrely American 
institution. This idea was the undertone 
in all the important 
utterances of the 
week. But is was perhaps most perfect­ 
ly expressed in tbs vesper sermon of 
Arohbisnop Ireland in tbe Cathedral as 
the following extract will show: - 
Toe o baron of America mu at be of 
coarse, as Catholic as even in Jerusa'em 
ur Borne, but so far as her garments as­ 
sume o dor from the looal atmosphere she 
must be American. 
Let no one dare 
paint her brow with foreign tint or pin 
to her mantle foreign linings. There is 
danger in receiving large accessions of 
Catholics from foreign countries. God 
witnesses it they are welcome. I will not 
intrude on their pereo&al effeotiois and 
tastes, bat these if foreign they shall not 
intrude upon tbe oharch. Americans ha* e 
no longing for a church with a fortign 
aspect. It won d wield no luffuence over 
them. In no manner could it prosper. 
Exotics (have never but si sky forms. 
It is time to bring back tbe primitive 
gospel spirit; to go out into highways 
and byways, to preach on house-tops 
and in market-places. 
Erect stately 
churches if you will. If all are not there 
press the absentees to hear you beneath 
humble roofs. If some remain yet out­ 
side, speak to them in the streets [or the 
publio road. The time has come for 
“ salvation armies” to penetrate the wild 
est thick at of thorns and briers aud bring 
God’s 
word 
;to 
tbe 
ear 
of 
the 
most vile, the 
most 
ignorant 
aud 
the 
most 
godless. 
Having those 
who insists on being saved, &9 Weare sat­ 
isfied in doing is not tbe mission of the 
church. 
This is not the religion we 
need to-day, to sing lovely anthems in 
cathedral stalls, to wear capes of broi ti­ 
med gold, while no multitude throng 
nave or aisle and tbe world outside is 
dying of spintual and moral starvation. 
Beak oat men, speak to them not in 
stilted phrase of seventeenth century 
sermon style, but in burning words that 
go to their hearts as well 
as their 
minds. 
Popularize 
religion 
so far 
as principles permit. Into the arena 
priests and laymen, seek out social griev­ 
ances lead in movements to heal them; 
peep mercifully into factories; breathe 
fresh air into the crowded tenement 
quarters of the poor, follow on the streets 
the orowds of vagrant children; lessen 
on railways and the public ssrvioe Sun­ 
day work, which renders for thousands 
the practice of religion im passive; cry 
outagamstthe fearful evil cf intern ptr*m e 
which is damning hourly the bodies and 
souls of countless victims., 
These words, be it remembered, were 
uttered by one of tbe leading prelates 
of tbe ohuroh, on a great historic oc 
easier, and they have therefore a pro 
found significance. 
They indicate that 
American Catholoeism has taken a new 
departure, and that it is gradually cut­ 
ting itself loose from the old question 
ar d oontroyersies that occupy the atten­ 
tion of European Oatholociem.

“I saw him for the fifteen minutes he 
stood there, and got a good look at him.” 
“Now what color was that horse ” 
‘ ‘He was a speckled gray. ’ ’ 
Cross-examination developed tho fact 
that while witness could describe every 
movement of Dr. Cronin, Frank Scanlan 
and the horse, he could tell nothing about 
any other horse or person that passed that 
evening. 
Marshall D. Ewell, who is professor of 
medical jurisprudence at the Union Col­ 
lege of Law, is a graduate or law and also 
of medicine; professor^ meteorologyjatjthe 
Northwestern university, and had paid 
close attention to microscopy since 1884, 
was the next witness. 
This was the first 
expert witness introduced by the defense 
to offset the evidence offered by Prof. 
Tolman and Dr. Belfield. 
The subject of 
hair was taken up first. 
Prof. Ewell said that in the present state 
of science there was no way by which 
human hair can be distinguished from the 
hair of animals. 
“ Is there any difference between the in­ 
dividual hairs off the head cf the same 
person?” 
“ There is a great differenca. ” 
“ Is the microscope a reliable means of 
identifying human hair?” 
“No, sir. 
On the contrary, I think it is 
very misleading.” 
“ Can it be discovered with scientific 
certain^’ by the use of the microscope 
whethewa bunch of three hairs came from 
the head of a human being?” 
“It can not.” 
“ What are the I ii tie hairs or fuzz which 
is sometimes found on the human body?’ ’ 
“ Little hairs, or ‘lanugo’ as it is called, 
is the first hair that grows on the body. 
It is embryonic hair and has no medulla, 
or head. 
After birth this embryonic hair 
either falls away or becomes the mature 
hair. ’ ’ 
“ Would the presence of this lanugo in 
a clot of blood found ou the floor of a 
room be any indication that it was human 
blood?” 
“ It would not.” 
Dr. Harold M. Moyer, formerly county 
physician, was next called. 
He began, 
he said, the study of hair several years 
ago. 
He said that in the present state of 
science there is no means by which human 
hair can lie certainly distinguished from 
ail other hair, nor is there any way it can 
be ascertained scientifically, and with defi­ 
niteness, if two specimens of human hair 
came from the same head; nor is it possi­ 
ble to determine absolutely whether a 
specimen of blood is from a human being. 
The witness further said that in a case 
where only fifty-six corpuscles were meas­ 
ured he would consider the examination 
valueless. 
The witness said that a child’s 
corpuscles are larger than an adult’s. 
At 
a certain age a dog’s corpuscles are exact­ 
ly the same size as an adult human being, 
and it would be impossible to distinguish 
one from the other. 
Dr. Moyer said that 
blood would coagulate much quicker if 
dropped on cotton than if it were dropped 
on a smooth surface, like glass or wood. 
Judge Wing then asked the witness a 
hypothetical question containing about 
800 words. 
“ Take a man between 40 and 46 years 
of age,” he began, “a physician by pro 
fession, in good health, who leaves his 
home at 7 o’clock on the evening of May 
4 and his body is discovered in a catch 
basin on the 22d of May” —the rest of the 
question was a report of the autopsy on 
the body. 
“ Now, what would you say, doctor, in 
answer to that question as to what was 
the cause of death? Can you form an 
opinion?’ ’ 
“ No, I can not.” 
Cross-examination by Mr. Hynes: 
“ You say that the wounds described by 
Judge Wing in his hypothetical question 
are not necessarily fatal?” 
“ No, sir, they are n o t” 
“ Would not the violence producing the 
wounds be fatal?’ ’ 
“ It might be. 
The violence producing 
those wounds could produce a shock that 
would be sufficient to cause death. 
Dr. Lester Curtis was then examined. 
His experiments with the microscope date 
back to 1876. 
Human hair, be said, is 
very frequently confounded with the hair 
of a dog and other lower animals. 
He 
doesen’t think it is possible to determine 
that two locks of hair came from the 
same head. 
Judge Wing then asked him the hypo­ 
thetical question that he asked of Dr. 
Moyer. 
“ I don’t think the wounds would be 
necessarily fatal,” he replied. 
“ Is any wound necessarily fatal?” asked 
Mr. Hynes. 
“A wound through the heart would 
cause death.” 
‘ ‘Do you think decapitation would be 
necessarily tatal?” 
“ Yes, sir,” the witness innocently re­ 
plied, and a ripple of laughter passed 
over the court room. 
“ What is your medical opinion, doctor, ’ 
interrupted Judge Wing, 
“as to what 
caused death in the case I have stated?” 
'Well, there are a good many things 
that would cause death 
” 
“Yes, a stroke of lightning,” put in 
Mr. Hynes. 
Court then adjourned, and the specta­ 
tors were still laughing at Mr. Hynes’ 
repartee when they got out on the street. 


Traffic A lliance Detween the Bock Is­ 
land and the Santa Fe. 
Chicago, Nov. 22. — By far the most 
important railroad deal that has come to 
pass for years has been completed. 
It is a 
combination between the Chicago, Bock 
Island & Pacific and the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe railroads, whereby a through 
line between Chicago and California points 
is formed as a rival of the Union Pacific 
and the Chicago Sc Northwestern alliance. 
The matter has been in negotiation for 
some time and the final details of the ar­ 
rangement were finished late yesterday af­ 
ternoon, and the contract duly signed by 
the proper officials of the interested com­ 
panies. 
It becomes operative at once. 
By the terms of the contract, which is 
made to cover a long period of years, the 
Rock Island and the Atchison bind them­ 
selves to tho operation of a through line 
between Chicago and all Pacific coast 
points for the handling of transcontinental 
traffic, the line to be known as the Pock 
Island Sc Santa Fe route. 
The junction 
point of the two systems in tho formation 
of this line is Dodge City, Kau., where all 
east an I west bound business will be trans­ 
ferred. 'Ihe entire route is made 167 miles 
shorter than that now in operation by tho 
Santa Fe alone. 
Furthermore it will make tho shortest 
route in existence from Chicago to all 
California points south of Los Angeles, 
while to San Francisco the distance will be 
only 222 miles greater than by the North­ 
western and Union Pacific. 
Railroad men generally recognize the 
importance of this new alliance and are 
of the opinion that it will make the Union 
Pacific sick of its bargain. 
It creates a 
short line between Chicago and the richest 
fruit 
growing sections of California, 
while establishing a powerful competition 
for all Pacific coast traffic. 
The agree- 
meent becomes effective at once as far as 
freight business is concerned, and as soon 
as the necessary arrangements can be com­ 
pleted it is the purpose of the allied linos 
to put into service solid through passenger 
trains between Chicago and San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The Rock Island and the Santa Fe are 
strong competitors between Chicago and 
tho Missouri river, and also between Chi­ 
cago and Denver. 
The agreement does 
not affect their relations in this respe t 
except that it binds them to harmonious 
action in all matters affecting rates, and 
will compel them to keep faith with each 
other wherever they come in competition. 
The traffic contract app plies only to 
Pacific coast business. 
The Santa Fe will 
continue to < ontrol all its own traffic to 
and from points in Kansas, Colorado, 
Indian Territory, and Texas, and will 
handle all business over its own line be­ 
tween Chicago and Kansas City except 
that destined to or originating at points 
on the Pacific slope. 
The officials of both 
roads are well satisfied 
with their con­ 
tract and expect to prove very soon that 
the alliance is an immensely beneficial one 
to both properties. 
One great advantage is claimed for this 
lino over that of the Union Pacific: 
It 
crosses the continent in a latitude that is 
free from snow blockades, and will in all 
probability be able to make better aver­ 
age time during the winter months than 
its northern competitors.

Tho 
committee consisted of A. G. Spalding of 
Chicago, John B. Day of New York, 
and 
John I. Rogers of Philadelphia. 
A fter 
reciting the fact that the league was or­ 
ganized in 1876 for the purpose of rescu­ 
ing the game from the slough of corrup­ 
tion into which it had fallen under the 
National association, and th at it abolished 
pool selling, betting, and drinking on the 
grounds and expelled two strong clubs for 
violating schedule engagements, the ad­ 
dress continue •«: 
“ The struggle for existence for the next 
throe or four years was desperate, and at 
each 
annual 
meeting there 
occurred 
vacancies difficult to fill because of the al­ 
most certain financial disasters threatening 
clubs in the smaller cities. 
Finally, as a 
check upon competition, the weaker clubs 
in the league demanded the privilege of 
reserving five players who would form the 
nucleus of a team for the ensuing season. 
This was the origin of the ‘reserve rule,* 
and from its adoption may l>o dated the 
development of Letter financial results. 
The system of reserve having proved bene­ 
ficial both to clubs and players the reserve 
list was increased to eleven and 
then to 
fourteen, or an entire team. 
The address insists that except in cases 
of disbanding or retiring clubs the rig h to / 
release has never been transferred without 
the player’s co-operation and consent, 
usually at his request and for his own 
pecuniary emolument. It says the fifteenth 
section was w ritten in the contracts by the 
brotherhood committee aud is essential to 
any league, and is recognized by the new 
league which the seceding players have 
tem porarily 
organized.

claims the alleged profits of the baseball 
business have been largely[exaggerated and 
th at all th a t has been made has been in­ 
vested in grounds and improvements. 
The address continues: “ The refusal of 
the brotherhood committee to meet the 
league in conference at the close of the 
season proves incontestably that the im ­ 
perative demand for a 
conference in 
midsummer to redress grievances that 
have never yet materialized was a mere 
pretext for secession. 
Under false prom ­ 
ises to their brother players th at they 
would 
only 
secede in the event of 
the 
league 
refusing 
them 
justice 
they 
secured 
the 
signatures of the 
latter to a secret pledge or oath to 
desert their clubs at the bidding of their 
dissatisfied leaders. 
Upon the publication 
their plot Sept. 7, 1889. they and their 
abettors denied day after day th at there 
was any foundation for the story, and re­ 
peatedly plighted their words that the 
league should have a chance to redress 
their alleged grievances before they would 
order a ‘strike. ’ 
How false their promises 
and 
pledges, how evasive, contradictory, 
and mendacious have been their every act 
and deed from first to last, we leave to the

He sent for her and was so greatly im­ 
pressed by her charms that he introduced 
her among the women of his establishment. 
When a boy was born the King said he 
would not recognize him as his son un­ 
less in tho course of years he showed a 
striking resemblance to his majesty.

ber as they are in early February be­ 
fore being pulled up and burned, pre­ 
paratory to the planting of a new 
crop.

at Ticonderoga by 
W orkingmen W hile D igging a Sewer. 
While laborers were engaged in dig­ 
ging a searer in one of the principal 
streets of Ticonderoga, N. Y., recently, 
they struck a tombstone. 
At the bot­ 
tom of it was found a coffin containing 
the bones of a human being. The stone 
was washed off and found to contain 
the inscription and date of the death 
of^Lord Howe. 
The skull was intact, 
but the rest of the bones were disjointed 
and considerably decayed. 
As soon as 
it had been learned about the village 
an immense crowd of people assembled 
and many persons made desperate ef­ 
forts to procure pieces of the bones. 
Tne coffin, which was of oak, was in a 
fairly good state of preservation, and 
several years ago the street where the 
remains were found was filled in several 
feet, which accounts for the depth of 
the tombstone's location. The remains 
will probably be reinterred at once in 
the village cemetery.

siderable excitement here over the dis­ 
covery. 
Lord Howe, or George Au 
gustus Howe, was born in England in 
1724 and was shot dead in the battle at 
Ticonderoga J aly 8, 1758. 
Reentered 
the army at a very early ago, soon rose 
to distinction, and in 1757 was sent to 
this country in command of the Six­ 
tieth regiment. 
July 6, 1758, under 
Commander-in-Chief 
J ames Amber- 
crombie, he 
landed at the outlet of 
Lake George. 
Coming suddenly upon 
tho French forces two days later at 
Fort Ticonderoga ho fell at the head of 
his corps in the ensuing skirmish.

In the case of a married couple, if the 
husband does not bring a man servant 
with him, he has to fee the man who 
valets him, whether it is the butler or 
footman, and this varies from 5sto 10s. 
Tho wife foes the housemaid 5s for a 
few days’ visit. 
Fees to coachmen are 
seldom given by ladies, and it is quite 
optional that men give in 
this direc­ 
tion; it is simply a question of liberal­ 
ity rather than of fixed tariff. 
When 
a daughter visits with her father and 
mother or with a widowed mother, tho 
mother gives the fee to the housemaid, 
not the daughter, and would increase it 
accordingly. 
When a lady does not 
take a maid with her and has to rely 
on the assistance of the housemaid in 
the matter of dressing and packing, 
she naturally increases the fee to 5s; 
but most ladies who travel without a 
maid learn to do everything for them­ 
selves.
